ut ous numbering a hundred millions each — 
an intolliKcnt and discriminating public 
eipecl that a groat question lika Confedera- 
tion should be approached with a largeness 
of mind, an elevation of soul, a liberality of 
thought and feeling,- B' oalizitteas of jeoosidor-: 
ation, a dislntero'gfedo'bsa' of purpose, a free- 
dom from petty rivalries nod local jealousies, 
— that it ehould bo appronchod only with a 
patriotic intei:ition to ratiunully diiicuss and 
iutelligtnily resolve what is best to do for 
the common good. The utility of Confeder- 
ation ia what the public ask ? Bow can it 
b§^aooonig]l8h|^7 Qn ,whBt t§r,ms I' . And 
'wharwilT'Die its advaiilages oVdia'advadlagesI 
The public have an iutereat and a right to an 
answer to Eiich question?. But what inter- 
est can a raiiuoal public take in ill-natured 
utterances of pen or loj&gue, in the lalsitioa- 
tion nf facts, or in italicised sarcasms, tha 
produui of riv.ilry, envy, a'upidity or 
stultifiaation ? Tho public require a can- 
did, manly, intelligent, nitiuoal and enlight- 
onod diacussioQ ot ihn qai-stion ol Con- 
federaliou. That,, is just what a certain 
writer, over his own eigaature, in tha 
Morning News, has not done. Tha 
ouly point dctervirg of ray notice 
ihat he attempted to make- that with res- 
pect to the ^grobable .
